AN UNCONSTITUTIONAL AS- 
SEMBLY. 

The English peoplo haro been Iwittad oflou 
with adhering blindly and tenaciously to 
precedent. Despite the ri»lc of being 
classified with the Chinese in their 
worship o( the pant, they ai ill maintain tho 
cautious and sometimes anti-progressive 
characteristic of being guided by the aotioni 
of their forefathers. Wo are not disposed to 
criticise this peculiarity, that has created 
that unwritten document called thd Uritish 
Constitution ; it is sufficient (oc us to know 
tbat whatever may be its delects, it has en- 
abled tho liborty of the individual to be pre- 
served more rigidly iu England than in any 
other country. We nr° tlu refuro accustomed 
to view with extreme repugnanco any ellort 
to ignoro tho precedents which bar* been 
handstd down to us fur tho mnitilenaiica of thai 
freedom enjoyed by England for centuries. 
When wo see Ilia Excellency Governor Ken- 
nedy override one of theso great bulwarks, 
wc aro naturally alarmed. When we observe 
that protection to tho action of a Legislature, 
which acccssitates a reasonable notice being 
given for a re-assombling of the body during 
a recess, swept away by iho mandate of tho 
Executive, our fears aro naturally aroused, 
and wo are coiled upon to protest against tho 
oncroachment. 

The ilouso of Assembly meela to-day in 
response to tho order of His Excellency — 
meets in the middle of a recess, nnd at four 
days' notice. Ib there a person in the com- 
munity so blind, or so indifferent to the pub- 
lic welfare, as not to see in this action of the 
Governor a most dangerous precedent for the 
future'? Wo feel convinced that Uovernor 
Kennedy does not intend to do anything in 
bd unconstitutional manner. Wo have hoard 
him in his publiu speeches say over and over 
again that to tho peoplo, and to them alone, 
did lie feel himself bound to listen. When we 
have animadverted upon what we conceived 
to be errors of His Excollenoy's administra- 
tion, w^ have never for a moment put them 
down to anything but errors of judgment, 
conceived probably through misrepresenta- 
tion ; and when we yesterday alludod casually 
to the present gigantic blunder, as an uncon- 
stitutional act, we did so, not with Iho idea 
that II is Excellency intended some Napo- 
leonic coup d'etat, but with tho belief that he 
bad acted too hastily or had been ill-advised. 
Tho matter, however, is too serious to be 
passed over casually. Governor Kennedy 
must see, on a moment's reflection, the dan- 
ger of hia present proceeding. He must 
come to tbo conclusion that it would be a 
precedent by which no unscrupulous man at 
the head of affairs could perpetrate no end 
of outrages on the public mind or tho public 
purse. At present but two thirds we may 
sty, of the members ot Assembly aro able to 
attend to His Excellency's summonB ; the 
third of tho whole House therefore with tho 
addition of but one member can vote sup- 
Tjlies and make laws — or in other words nn 
insignificant minority oan implicate the 
country in the most serious undertakings. 
This condition of the House is not except- 
ional nor oven incidental. There is not a 
recess in which thero are not a number of 
members absent from the country, who could 
not under any consideration return to their 
duties in tho time now allotted them by tho 
Governor. In Kugland, where locomotion is 
so rapid, tho House is always notifiod some 
■weeks beforehand of au intended abnormal 
silting. In this part of the world, where 
travel is so slow and difficult, there should be 
surely as great a margin allowed. 

Wo are sorry that His Excellency should 
have been led, however unconsciously, into 
this seriou-!|breaoh of tho Constitution ; for 
it is placing the legislature of the couulry 
in the ignoble position of having its acts 
upset if any one chooses to go to the neces- 
sary trouble to tost their legality. One of 
the gravest objections to Governor Kennedy's 
predecessor was a kind of high-banded and 
arbitrary manner of dealing with public af- 
fairs; and the iuhabitarild had '.hoieforo rea- 
son to congratulate themselves on Sir James 
Douglas' retirement. But it would appear, 
to use a rather unclassic.il suying, that we 
have only "swopped the devil for the witch;" 
for we do not know, in the many illegalities 
of tho past administration anything more 
dangerous than that act which culls the 
members of the Assembly bo summarily to- 
gether this duy. We are well aware of Hie 
difficulties of His Excellency's position, and 
we can make allowance, in sight of the 
many praiseworthy acts which have charnc 
termed his administration up till the lust few 
weeks, for a few blunders ; but we liopo that 
in future we shall have uo such eoiious ones 
as the present upon which to animadvert — 
that His Excellency will bo loss prone to 
lend his ear to foolish and inexperienced 
men, who aro merely seeking for rffice, and 
boldly assume tlioso responsibilities which 
atluch to his position, nnd which Her M ijus- 
ty nev-ir intended should be delegated to 
irresponsible nincompoops.
